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THE MOTLEY.FISH
ENCE.
As an offshoot of the Grant-SBamner San Do-
mingo qnarrel, the public are regaled with
the Motley-Fish ecorrespondence on the Ala-
bama guestion, and various issnes of fact be-
tween high dignitaries are submitted to the
great tribunal of the American people. Fow
will oare to wade through the longcolnmus of
the oorrespondence arising from Mr. Motley's
removal ‘from the British mission, but its
goneral purport is interesting to every Amori-
oan oitizen. At the botlom of the whole
diffioulty lies the faoct that Grant did not see
proper to adopt the views of the Alabama
question which had been propounded by
Charles Sumnper in his famouns Alabama
speech, while Mr. Motley, when he disounssed
this subjeoct at London, oame nearsr reflecting
the views of the Senate Chairman of the
Gommittes on Foreign Affaira than those of
the President of the United Btates. It is true
that Motley denies this soft impeachment, and
olaims that he adhered striotly to his instrue-
tions as he understood them; but Secretary
Tish nevertheless adheres to the slatement
that Motley did not fairly represent the Pre-
pidont's viaws, and that he was therefore an
unreliable and unworthy representative of the
administration at London.

It will be remembered that Samner, in dis-
oussing the Reverdy Johnson treaty, took the
bold ground that the British Government
had no right to recognize the Southern Con.-
federncy as a belligerent power; that im-
mense losses, amounting in the aggregate to
thousands of millions of dollars, were en-
tailed on this conntry by that recogunition, and
that the matters in dispute between the two
countries could not be settled until full satis-
faction for these enormons damages wero
made, either in the way of & ocash payment,
territorial concessions, or an humbls apology.
This defiant speech set Eogland in a blaze of
indignation, and the cry went up from all
parties that if we insisted wupon
a settlement of that  description
no English administration would
dare to conmsider it for a single moment.
When Grant came into power he seems to
have comprehended from the first the fallacy
of Sumner's demand, and withont making an
open issne with Sumner on the sulject he
instructed Motley (according to the statement
of Beoretary Fish) to “‘place the cause of
grievance of the United States against
Great Britain not so much upon her issu-
ance of the recognition of the insurgents
in a state of war, as wupon her con-
duct under and subsequent to such a
recognition.”” Now Motley was the pet of
Sumner, and appointed in a large measure
through his influence, and as, in addition to
his written instructions, he was authorized to
talk over the subject at issue in a general
way with the English Secretary of State, it is
not to bo wondered at that he put the strong-
est possible Sumner coloring upon the Grant
instructions. It was rather rough on the
Massachusetts statesman to have his Massa-
chusetts ministerial pet tell, in effect, an
Epglish Minister that the new Re-
publican administration did not care
a button for Sumner’'s bigh-flown and imprac-
ticable theories of the subjects in dispute;
and it is scareely possible to read the
Motley-Fish correspondence without coming
to the conclusion that the American Minister
was more faithful to his Senatorial patron
than to the President of the United States,
Right on the heels of a discovery and com-
plaint of this delinquency by the administra-
fion, Bumner took issue with it on
the San  Domingo  question, and
thus two ocnuses of dispute arose
nearly simultaneously. The President aban.-
doned the Sumner platform on the questions
at issue with Great Britain, and Samner op-
posed the Grant platform on San Domingo,
while Motley, in th» interest of Sumner, gave
such a coloring to his instructions as appar.
ently committed Grant to the Sumner view
of the Alabama guestion, in spite of himself,

This was a little more than the hero of Ap-
pomattox could stand. He might have con-
sented to be overruled at London, or to be
beaten in the Senate on his West India hobby,
through Sumner’s overshadowing influencs,
but he was not willing to be foiled at both
pointa without striking back. Motley con-
tends that he was removed sclely becanse
Bumner opposed Ban Domingo. Fish alleges
that he was removed solely on account of his
violation of instructions. But the real truth
probably is that bolh causes combined in-
duced his dismissal.

CORRESPOND.

THE NAVY AND THE DIPLOMATICO
SERVICE.

Tar House of Representatives on Friday last

adopted resolutions directing a court of in-

quiry into the conduct of Rear-Admirals

Godon and Davis in refusing to extend proper |

aid to Minister Washburn when he considered
himself in peril from the Paraguayan tyrant
Lopez, and also disapproving of the conduct
Rear-Admiral Davis in delaying for an un-
rasonable time to proceed to the resocue of
Messrs. Bliss and Masterman, in accepting
their release in a manner derogatory to the
dignity of the United Btates, and in receiv-
ing, holding, and treating them as prisoners.
These resolutions may be considered a defi-
nite declaration of the principle that the
naval is subordinate to the diplomatio ser-
vice, and that naval offizers will in
the future be obliged to recognize the
fact that their persopal dignity is of
less importance than that of the
Government. That there is a necessity
for a very radical reform has been proved by
the aff.ir in which Rear-Admirals Goden
and Davis were implicated, and if any further
proof were needed, it can be found in the
declaration of Admiral Porter in his testimony
before the Committee of Foreign Affairs in
regard to this same matter. Adwmiral Porter,
Apeaking for the officers of the uavy in gone-

ral, said: —*“We look npon it that a minister
is send abroad to preserve peace, and not to
make war; and naval officers having so muoh
interconrss with the world, consider that they
are perhaps as'well informed about diplomatio
matters as psrsons who have eéntered upon
their diplomatio duties for the first timo. Now
in England it is different. There persons
are educated for the diplomatioc profes.
sion, and a Dritish npaval officer in
many oases 18 pul under the orders of tue
minister. In case we had any diffionlty with
a foreign power, the Navy Department would
instruot the admirals at that point to oo-
operate with the minister in that particnlar
case, but in no other.” Such an extraordinary
statement as this soarosly needs comment, as
it proves conclusively that the naval officers
being impressed with the idea that as our di.
plomatic service is not what it ought to be, it is
therefore incumbent upon them fo undertake
the management of our foreign affairs on
general principles and according to their own
diseretion, without regard to the ideas that
prevail in the State Department,
tainly high time for Congress to convines
Admiral Porter and his snbordinates that
their duties and responsibilities are some.
what different from what they imagine.

In regard to the court ef inguiry provided
for in the resolution passed on Friday, no
great results need be expected. The court
will be composed of naval officers, inspired
by the same opinions ns those which influ-
enced the condunot of Rear-Admirals Godon
and Davis, and it will certainly be somewhat
oxtraordinary if those officera are judged to
Lhave been in fault.

CONSTITUTIONAL REVISION,
Tae demand for a thorough overhauling of
the Constitution of Pennsylvania has
assumed suoch an imperative and universal
charaoter, that the Legislature which com-
menced its sessions a few days ago can
scarcely have the hardihood to ignore or re-
sist it. The people of the entire Stabe, with-
out regard to party affiliations, expect our
legislators to anthorize the calling of a con-
vention for revising the Constitution of the
State, and the Senators and Representatives
who have the hardibood to vote against the
measurs will searcely anticipate a re-election.
But the mnecessity for a constitutional
revision which has at last become impsrative
bas long existed, and a convention sbould
have been called several yearsago. It will
be well, therefore, for the new Constitntion,
when finally framed, to contain a clauss re-
quiring the people to vote upon the question
of constitutional reform at stated periods,
say once in fifteen or twenty years, to avoid
the recurrence of another disastrous delay on
the part of legislators who may chance to
misrepresent their constituents. There is
such a provision in the Constitption of New
York, and last year a convention was called
in pursuance of its requirements. The Con-
stitution of Ohio contains a similar clanse
aud at the election next fall the people of
that State will be called upon to decide
whether they are satisfled with their
Constitution as it is or mof, without any
legislative action on the subject. When &
convention is finally assembled in this State,
and the task of framing a new constitution is
under way, care should be taken to include
in it a provision for submitting to a populir
vote at seasonable periods the guestion of a
reform of the fundamental law of the Com-
monwealth, *“‘The Constitution as it is," is a
